3. Madison’s effo rt to make the 
increase su bject to v o ters’ appro v ­ 
al at a referendum electio n like 
the one in 195 0 which beat a fo ur- 
cent tax .

Herman Hall, Extension Engin­ 
eer, offers these suggestions for 
better drainage. The first require­ 
ment for a good drainage system 
is an outlet of sufficient depth and 
capacity. Frequently, the only way 
to obtain such an outlet is by cut­ 
ting a ditch through one or more 
adjoining farms. 


Most bottomland requires one 
or more field-mains to carry the 
w ater from the drainage system to 
the outlet. Like the outlet, the 
mains must be large enough to 
carry off surface water and deep 
enough to drain all wet spots in 
the field. Small field-laterals, us­ 
u a lly cut at right angles to the 
field-mains, are used for collect­ 
ing w ater from the field and carry­ 
ing it to the field main. 


Like any farm water m anage­ 
ment 
system, 
drainage 
ditches 
need to be located for best con­ 
venience to the farming operation. 
Where it’s necessary to drain w a­ 
ter into both sides of a ditch the 
double bariel or W-ditch system 
often is best. This type of a drain 
is constructed by throwing all the 
excavated dirt into the center of 
the ditch so that it can be used as 
a roadway with the two drainage 
ditches running down each side. 
The capacity of drainage ditch 
is determined by its width, depth, 
side slope, and its roughness. And 
the degree of protection from su r­ 
face water given a field is meas­ 
ured in num ber of inches of w a­ 
ter removed by the drainage sys­ 
tem in 24 hours. It is not practi­ 
cal or possible to remove all sur­ 
face water from flat land during 
flood conditions or when all the 
main carry-off ditches are full.

Herman H all, Extension Engin­ 
eer, offers these suggestions for 
better drainage. The first require­ 
m ent for a good drainage system 
is an outlet of sufficient depth and 
capacity. Frequently, the only w ay 
to obtain such an outlet is by ru t­ 
ting a ditch through on? or more 
adjoining farm s. 


Most bottom land requires one 
or more field-m ains to carry the 
w ater from the drainage system to 
the outlet. L ike the outlet, the 
m ains m ust be large enough to 
carry off surface w ater and deep 
enough to drain all wet spots in 
the field. Sm all field-laterals, us­ 
u a lly cut at right angles to the 
field-m ains, are used for collect­ 
ing w ater from the field and carry­ 
ing it to the field main. 


Like any farm w ater m anage­ 
m ent 
system , 
drainage 
ditches 
need to be located for best con­ 
venience to the farm ing operation. 
W here it’s necessary to drain w a­ 
ter into both sides of a ditch the 
double b a r id or W -ditch system 
often is best. T his type of a drain 
^ is constructed by throwing all the 
* excavated dirt into the center of 
the ditch so that it can be used as 
a roadway w ith the two drainage 
ditches running down each side. 
The capacity of drainage ditch 
is determ ined by its w idth, depth, 
side slope, and its roughness. And 
the degree of protection from sur­ 
face w ater given a field is m eas- 
ured*in num ber of inches of w a ­ 
fter rem oved by the drainage sy s­ 
tem in 24 hours. It is not practi­ 
cal or possible to rem ove all sur­ 
face w ater from flat land during 
flood conditions or when all the 
main carry-off ditches are full. 
H ow ever, good 
normal drainage 
can be secured by rem oving tw o 
inches of w ater in fields up to 500 
acres in size every 24 hours. 
Drainage ditches are easier to 
m aintain and keep open if they 
have a m inim um bottom w idth of 
two feet and ore constructed w ith 
three to one side slopes. W ith a 
thrce-to-one slope the sides of the 
flitches can be seeded to grass and 
can be kept m owed.

The life span of a battle casualty 
is determined by the speed with 
which hr receives treatm ent. The 
combat medical services do every­ 
thing possible to reach the man 
quickly, administer first aid and 
evacuate him to a medical aid sta­ 
tion and finally to a rear arca hos­ 
pital. In the network of land, sea 
and air facilities, in Korea, the 
N avy’s hospital ships are playing 
a major role. In approximately ten 
months, the USS Consolation has 
handled 9,398 patients. Like its 
counterparts, tile Rej>ose and H a­ 
ven, the Consolation has set a 
record for evacuating and tre at­ 
ing tho sick and wounded in Ko­ 
rean waters. In addition to the 
time element, a hospital ship i.; 
faced with the problem of u n - 
narking patients. At sea, the fast 
broodier buoy system is used be­ 
tween ships, Some of the patients 
are evacuated to the hospital ship 
by a small boat .shuttle system. On 
reaching the ship they are hoisted 
aboard by means of an electric

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. W HOOPING COUGH 


Whooping cough, a 
contagious 
disease characterized by spasm s of 
coughing, can strike at any time 
of the year, but it is most prevalent 
during the winter months. 
The disease gets its nam e from 
the fact that, in the acute stage, 
the victim is seized with spasm s 
of coughing which end in a pro- 
i longed gasp for breath that sounds 
I like a “ whoop.” 
The 
coughing 
spasm s frequently bring on vom it­ 
ing, and sometimes nosebleed or 
other forms of hemorrhage. 
There was a time when whoop­ 
ing cough w as considered an in­ 
evitable part of 
childhood and 
there was little to be done to pre­ 
vent it. But that picture has chang­ 
ed with the development of an im- 
i munizing vaccine which will either 
prevent whooping cough altogeth­ 
er, or result in a mild instead of a 
severe case 
should the 
disease 
strike. 
Whooping cough has alw ays been 
a severe threat to children under 
three, and the younger the child, 
the more dangerous his case of 
whooping cough can be. For this 
reason, children 
should 
be 
im- 
munized very early in life, and it 
is recommended that every baby 
| receive 
immunization 
against 
! whooping cough between three and 
six months of age or even earlier 
in the event of an epidemic. Many 
| infants 
receive 
“ combined 
im ­ 
munization," a technique im m uniz­ 
ing the child against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and tetanus all at 
once. 
Whooping cough is caused by a 
germ which gets into the nose or 
throat and sets up infection. Its 
i irly sym ptom s resemllje those of 
a head cold, with a running nose, 
slight fever, and cough. The par- , 
oxysm s of coughing and whoop- j 
ing usually do not appear until 
two or three weeks after the onset 
of the disease. Yet during this 
early incubation stage, the disease! 
1 is most likely to be spread to oth- I 
1 ers as the sick 
person 
coughs, 
sneezes, spits, or talks and laughs. 
Because they resem ble those of 
a cold, the 
early 
sym ptom s of 
whooping cough are often neglect­ 
ed. But 
delay in 
diagnosis and | 
medical treatment of the disease, j 
especially in the case of a very j 
voung child, can seriously jeopar- | 
dize the sick person’s life. 
The child who suffers from any 
sym ptom s 
which 
may 
mean 
whooping cough should be put to 
bed at once and the doctor called 
immediately. If the illness proves 
to be whooping cough, the doctor’s 
treatment will give the child his 
best chance of warding off com ­ 
plications, the most serious and 
most common of which is pneu­ 
monia. The new 
drugs used in 
treating whooping cough can be 
given only under the doctor’s pre­ 
scription and supervision. 
It is wise to keep the sick child 
aw ay from others, for his own 
sake as well as for those who might 
catch it. Vistors may expose the 
patient to other disease-producing 
germ s and so complicate his ill- , 
ness.

W HOOPING COUGH 
Whooping cough, a 
contagious 
disease characterized by spasms of 
coughing, can strike at any time 
of the year, but it is most prevalent 
during the winter months. 
^he disease gets its name from 
the fact that, in the acute stage, 
the victim is seized with spasms 
of coughing which end in a pro­ 
longed gasp for breath that sounds 
like a “whoop.” 
The 
coughing 
spasms frequently bring on vomit­ 
ing, and sometimes nosebleed or 
other forms of hemorrhage. 
There was a time when w hoop­ 
ing cough was considered an in­ 
evitable part of 
childhood and 
there was little to be done to pre­ 
vent it. But that picture has chang­ 
ed with the development of an im­ 
munizing vaccine which will either 
prevent whooping cough altogeth­ 
er, or result in a mild instead of a 
severe case 
should the 
discase 
strike. 
Whooping cough has always been 
a severe threat to children under 
three, and the younger the child, 
the more dangerous his case of 
whooping cough can be. For this 
reason, children should be im­ 
munized very early in life, and it 
is recommended that every baby 
receive 
immunization 
against 
whooping cough between three and 
six months of age or even earlier 
in the event of an epidemic. Many 
infants 
receive 
“combined 
im­ 
munization,” a technique immuniz­ 
ing the child against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and tetanus all at 
once. 
Whooping cough is caused by a 
germ which gets into the nose or 
throat and sets up infection. Its 
early symptoms resemble those of 
a head cold, with a running nose, 
slight fever, and cough. The par­ 
oxysms of coughing and whoop­ 
ing usually do not appear until 
two or three weeks after the onset 
of the disease. Yet during this 
early incubation stage, the disease 
is most likely to be spread to oth­ 
ers as the sick 
person 
coughs, 
sneezes, spits, or talks and laughs. 
Because they resemble those of 
a cold, the 
early 
symptoms of 
whooping cough are often neglect­ 
ed. But 
delay in 
diagnosis and 
medical treatment of the disease, 
especially in the case of a very 
young child, can seriously jeopar­ 
dize the sick person’s life. 
The child who suffers from any 
symptoms 
which 
may 
mean 
whooping cough should be put to 
bed at once and the doctor called 
immediately. If the illness proves 
to be w hooping cough, the doctor’s 
treatment will give the child his 
best chance of warding off com­ 
plications, the most serious and 
most common of which is pneu­ 
monia. The new 
drugs used in 
treating whooping cough can bo 
given only under the doctor's pre­ 
scription and supervision. 
It is wise to keep the sick child 
away from others, for his own 
sake as well as for those who might 
catch it. Vistors may expose the 
patient to other disease-producing 
germs and so complicate his ill­ 
ness.

A m erica center, would be able to 
play in the National Collegiate 
A thletic Association Tournam ent. 
The athletic board said, in the 
course of a lengthy statem ent: 
“We feel compelled to say that 
it is our unanim ous opinion, at 
this tim e, that Spivey was im pli­ 
cated in a conspiracy to fix K en­ 
tucky basketball game during the 
1950-51 season.” 
T he board said there was evi­ 
dence to indicate this occurred 
during the Sugar Bowl T ourna­ 
m ent at New Orleans in Decem­ 
ber, 1950. 
Spivey has denied repeatedly 
th a t he was guilty of any w rong­ 
doing. 
He was present at the board ses­ 
sion but unavailable for comment 
afterw ards.

22 per cent. Combined receipts of 
all hogs w ere the second largest 
for F ebruary in 23 years.
